ior herd testing projects carried 
on by members of the agricultural 
classes at Washington High school. 
Twenty-eight boys now 
are en- 


gaged., in .the testing and 22 have 
taken it up as a" 4-y'ear project. The 
plan" was inaugurated .at'Washing- 
ton-High school last year by in- 
structor'L. M. Warner when a test- 
ing laboratory was set up in the 
basement of the school. 


Under the 
program the 
boys 


keep a daily record of the produc- 
tion of'each individual cow in-the 
herd whereas tests made by buy- 
ers at milk plants produce a record 
of the herd as .a" whole. 


Of approximately 425 cows being 


tested each month an average of 
about 60 are producing 40 pounds ot 
butter fat each month. 


Each morning and evening the 


hoys weigh the milk given by each 
cow and take a sample of the milk 
at each weighing. Each cow's sam- 
ples are kept in a separate bottle 
from which the 
Babcock 
test' is 


made. Records are 
kept 
of .the 


pounds of milk produced per day 
and the pounds of milk and butter 
fat produced per month. Totals arc 
kept to date from, month to month 
and a summary record, is maintain- 
ed on the whole herd. Monthlyrc- 
ports are filed with the Farm, and 
Dairy Records office at Madison. 


Shows Fat Content 


To make the Babcock test to de- 


termine the amount of butter-fat 
produced. 17.6 cubic centimeters of 
the sample milk is measured in a 
milk testing tube and sulphuric 
acid, approximately 1".5 cubic cen- 
timeters, is added to burn all sub- 
stance from 
the milk except the 


fat. The 
solution 
turns 
a- dark 


brown. 


The milk and 
acid 
solution is 


whirled for five minutes in a cen- 
trifugal machine, the tube is filled 
with water at 140 degrees tempera- 
ture End then whirled another three 
minutes to force the fat of the milk 
to the narrow neck of the testing 
bottle. The amount of fat present is 
determined with a pair of dividers.

In planning this year's gardening 


activities, E. L. Chambers, state en- 
tomologist in a bulletin received by 
R. C. Swanson| county agricultura 
agent, advises farmers to remem- 
ber that many insect pests and dis- 
eases that cause serious damage to 
plant life can be most effective^ 
controlled in the early spring while 
trees and shrubs are in their dor- 
mant winter condition. 


Because the killing point for an 


insect and the injury point for a 
host plant are often close together, 
it is difficult to apply an insecti- 
cide except during the dormant 
stage when trees arid shrubs ,are 
most resistant, Chambers pointed 
out. • 


If applied before the foliage be- 


gins to appear, the dormant spray, 
consisting of a two per cent con- 
centration of miscible oils, or lime- 
sulphur used at the rate of one gal- 
lon to'eight gallons of water will ef- 
fectively control insects such as the 
European elm scale, San Jose, rose 
and cottony maple scales without 
injury to the trees or. shrubs, he 
said. 


These same sprays will'effective- 


ly control the overwintering forms 
of maple gall bladder mite on ma- 
ple and scale insects on evergreens. 


Dormant Sprays 


By using dormant sprays such 


as these, two species of gall aphids 
which are disfiguring and seriously 
injuring spruce trees can likewise 
be effectively controlled before the 
new growth has begun. 
The oil 


sprays, however, temporarily re- 
move the bloom or bluish color on 
such types of evergreens as blue 
spruce and Douglas fir, he stated. 
To avoid this, a thorough spray 
"treatment with a strong solution 
consisting of two ounces of laundry

"No potato acreage allotment will 


be less than three 
acres."

Mucks. "If a grower's yield is nor- 
mally 100 bushels to the acre, his 
maximum potato benefit payments 
would be 3 cents times 100 '.bush- 
els), or $3 an acre, times the num- 
ber - of acres that are 'planted in 
1938 •within his acreage allotment. 


"Any commercial- grower of pota- 


toes, who receives an acreage al- 
lotment, for potatoes, would be "sub- 
ject to deductions from his benefi! 
payments if he plants more than his 
potato acreage allotment. The de- 
duction is 30 cents a bushel, based 
on the normal yield, for each acre 
planted in excess of the allotment 


Amount of Payments 


"For example, a man who is al- 


lotted an acreage of 10 acres for po- 
tatos might decide to plant onlj 
eight acres. If his normal yield is 
100 bushels, his payments would be 
8 (acres) times 100 .(bushels) times 
3 cents, or $24. If he planted 10 acres 
(equal to his potato acreage al 
lotment). he would earn $30. If he 
planted 11 acres, he would earn $30 
less the deduction because of one 
excess acre.

For laboratory rearing, female

suck the grubs to death. Then they 
eat them and spin cocoons.

cocoons are placed in cold storage 
until the next season, when adults 
are reared, mated and then liberat- 
ed in the field. 


Tiphia no longer are imported 


for the domestic supply is suffi- 
cient; And most of the biologica 
control work consists of collecting 
parasites at established centers in 
the field and distributing these to 
new areas.

1911 Revolution Promises

Washington — A 
revolutionary 


firecracker whose fuse has been 
sputtering in Mexico for a genera- 
tion, has just exploded in the faces 
of American and British oil com- 
panies—and their governments. 


That's .the meaning of President 


Lazaro Cardenas' decision to ex- 
propriate foreign oil holdings and 
empower native workers 
to run 


them in the name of the Mexican j 
government. 


The fuse was lighted early in 


this century when Francisco Ma- 
dero and a group .of revolutionists 
— or patriots, according to your 
point of view—promised to make 
the nation a "Mexico for Mexicans." 


Back To The Indians 


First, they proposed to give the 


land back to the Indians. Indians 
and mestizos 
(half-breeds) com- 


prise close to 90 per cent of the 
population. 


Next, they promised to kick out 


the foreigners and take over the 
vast mineral resources of the coun- 
try—mostly silver and oil. 
j 


The revolutionary cause seemed ] 


hopeless in those days. 
Dictator j 


Porfirio Diaz had been entrenching j 
his ruthless regime for a quarter! 
of a century. 
j 


He 
fostered 
accumulation 
of j 


property by a comparatively few 
families. He invited foreign capital 
to help him develop the country— 
in return for rich profits. 


Ripe For Revolution 


In 1911. the fiery Madero and his 


revolutionists turned out Diaz, and 
set themselves to liberating Mexico. 


But Mexicans of 1911 were not 


ready for freedom. A succession of 
military conquests and uprisings 
followed. 


Each new president also had to 


keep a weather eye on the United 
States. Uncle Sam was policing the 
Americas, and a revolutionist in 
bad odor to the north had better 
look out for rivals who could smug- 
gle in rifles or get money from 
people 
who had investments in 


Mexica. 


Moreover, a leader thrust into 


power by a military faction had to 
find quick money to run the gov- 
ernment and pay off his supporters. 
The simplest way was to tax land- 
owners and foreign capitalists. 


He also needed popularity, and 


the popular thing was to promise 
to give the land back to the Indians 
and drive out foreigners. 
. 


The Dilemma 


Here were the horns of a dilem- 


ma. If a leader drove out foreigners 
and gave the land to the people, 
he faced bankruptcy and interven- 
tion by the United States. If he 
took the taxpayers' and foreigners' 
money, he faced revolution. 


The upshot was the people con- 


tinued to get promises, landowners 
and foreigners continued to hold 
their property. In 1917, President 
Carranza wrote the promises into a 
new constitution. That, among other 
things, pledged the government to: 


Give workers a share in indus- 


trial profits and to divide the land 
among the Indians. 


Take over the mineral rights in 


the name of the Mexican people. 


Until 1934, however, these still 


were more or less promises under 
powerful Plutarco Elias Calles. 


In that year, Calles-selected La- 


zaro Cardenas, to become his rub- 
ber stamp president 


Much to everybody's 
surprise. 


Cardenas was no rubber stamp. He 
increased the army's pay and pen- 
sions; reduced illiteracy; softened 
the 
war 
against 
the 
Catholic 


church; turned the Calles political 
machine into the Cardenas ma- 
chine: began to fuliill promises of 
the 1911 revolution. 


Chooses One Horn 


Calles called a halt—and found 


himself a man ..without a country. 
Cardenas began turning the Banded 
estates over to the Indians.". The 
deposed owner got a promissory 
note. 


Now, when the oil companies re- 


fuse to pay labor costs they say 


would ruin them. Cardenas invokes 
the expropriation law of 1936. takes 
over $400,000,000 worth of property. 
He says Mexico will pay the own- 
ers within 10 years. 


Whether Cardenas is risking eco- 


nomic confusion, or bankruptcy, 
nobody knows. 


Likewise, observers here wonder 


what the United States can do un- 
der its new good neighbor policy. 


The United States has been buy- 


ing Mexican silver well above the 
world price, and pegging the Mexi- 
can peso (dollar) with these pur- 
chases. That might be used as a 
threat, but the threat of economic 
intervention 
is ticklish, because 


every 
nation south 
of the Rio 


Grande is watching Uncle Sam. 


Meanwhile, Cardenas calls up 


Mexicans to make sacrifices 
for 


"economic liberation." The 1911 
revolutionary firecracker has final- 
ly exploded.

Political office holders in power are all 


very much alike regardless of the name 
of the party electing them and no matter 
whether it was a great mandate from the 
people, or a lesser mandate which put 
them in the saddle. Never was a man in 
office for long before he had something to 
defend, and never was a political party out 
of power long before it found something 
to attack and assumed the advantages of 
the aggressor. 


Charles Michelson, director of publicity 


for the Democratic National committee, 
assumed this office when John Raskob, 
after the failure of the Al Smith cam- 
paign, decided that the Democratic party 
should maintain a live organization year 
in and year out building always for the 
next campaign. During the Hoover ad- 
ministration Michelson was described as 
having the ideal job for a newspaper 
man. That is, he was being paid $15,000 
per year for writing caustic attacks on 
Hoover and the Republican administra- 
tion, just what he always had wanted to 
write and would gladly have written for 
the sheer pleasure of it. 


Michelson won a national reputation 


for such an excellent job of the thing he 
loved to do, and he has stayed on with 
the 
Democratic 
National 
committee 


through the Roosevelt campaigns and the 
New Deal. Now however he occasionally 
finds himself on the defensive, and we 
doubt much if his position is so happy as it 
once was. When Senator Black was ap- 
pointed to the Supreme bench those op- 
posing the appointment were quick to 
recall and publish 
to the world that 


Black's affiliation with the Ku Klux Klan 
had been first disclosed at the time of 
Black's election to the senate by Charles 
Michelson then correspondent for a New 
York newspaper. It was a most unhappy 
finding for Michelson who is no, longer 
a free newspaperman, but a paid propa- 
gandist who must defend everything at- 
tempted by the New Deal. 


There have been many other under- 


takings of the New Dealers just as diffi- 
cult to defend. Michelson keeps tilting 
with all comers and is still doing a first 
rate job, although no one is talking of the 
great sport he is having as they did when 
he was sniping at the hapless Hoover and 
the helpless Republican administration of 
yester year. 


Just now Mr. Michelson is defending 


the President's reorganization bill, and 
particularly the action of the Senate com- 
mittee investigating lobbying in connec- 
tion with that bill. Frank E. Gannett, 
publisher of a chain of newspapers, head- 
ed a committee opposing the reorganiza- 
tion bill, and has vigorously opposed a 
subpena requiring Dr. Edward A. Rum- 
ley, secretary of the committee, to produce 
the committee's books and records at a 
hearing.

When stocks were up, the 
members of this outfit protested that 
the rise was not in any way the effect 
of the Roosevelt policies: when the 
stocks recede, they clamor that it is his 
fault. Every citizen in this country 
has the God-given right to find fault 
with government: to object to any 
measure pending in consjrc^. lie has 
the privilege to spend, in his endeav- 
ors, his own money, or money given 
to him by others. That is All Right. 


But what privilege has such a par- 


tisan to refuse to show how he got 
the money, where he got the money, 
or in what direction he disbursed it?

JEFFERSON'S BIRTHDAY 


The Thomas Jefferson Memorial Com- 


mission has now approved "a site for the 
$3,000,000 memorial to the third president 
of the United States. The location is in 
Potomac Park, as first proposed, but will 
not alter the present contours of the tidal 
basin or necessitate cutting down a single 
Japanese cherry tree. 


Almost at the time this announcement 


was made, President Roosevelt issued a 
proclamation calling upon the nation to 
observe April 13 from now on as the birth- 
day of Thomas Jefferson. 
The procla- 


mation, fulfilling an act of Congress, rec- 
ommends that "government officials and 
the people generally display flags and ob- 
serve the day in schools, churches and 
other suitable places with appropriate cer- 
emonies." 


There is no such unanimous respect and 


admiration for Jefferson as president as 
there is" for George Washington. Yet Jef- 
ferson's service to his country even before 
he became president, his authorship of the 
Declaration 
of Independence and 
his 


achievements in many lines have won him 
recognition as a truly great man.

TOWN MEETINGS 


It seems lately, with all the argument 


going on, as if this whole nation is being 
turned into an old-fashioned town meet- 
ing. There is hardly a city that doesn't 
have frequent public gatherings for dis- 
cussion of public problems. 
The most 


popular form of discussion is that in which 
speakers of differing opinion debate on a 
given topic and then the audience is al- 
lowed to ask questions. Much of this 
movement is carried on by Adult Educa- 
tion groups. 


The radio has naturally taken on this 


type of mingled entertainment and edu- 
cation. There are several weekly Town 
Meetings held around the country, of 
which the best known is the American 
Town Meeting of the Air in New York 
City, with speakers of national reputa- 
tion. 


The manners of such gatherings are 


often as interesting as the matter dis- 
cussed. Like the old-time village assem- 
blies from which they have sprung, they 
serve as training schools not only for pub- 
lic speaking but for public manners. The 
audiences soon learn to conduct them- 
selves with fairness and decorum. 


At the New York meetings the people 


are urged not to hiss when they disagree 
with the speakers. 
Radio listeners still 


catch an occasional "bronx cheer," but 
more and more the varied audience learns 
to content itself with a loud but courte- 
ous "Nol" 
Thus modern democracy 


marches on. 


PHARAOH'S QUARRY 


British archeologists have found the 


quarries worked by the Egyptians 5,000 
years ago when the tyrant Cheops was 
having his great pyramid built. They have 
been covered with sand since 1700 B.C. 


The ancient workings were about a 


quarter of a mile long. At the scene was 
found a black granite stone bearing the 
name of Cheops and the name of the lo- 
cality, "hunting grounds of Cheops." Oth- 
er discoveries were a heavy copper chisel, 
workers' huts, and an ancient road worn 
by hoofmarks. The road led to the river, 
sixty miles away from the quarry. 


This discovery doesn't solve any of the 


problems confronting the world today, but 
it is fun for the archeologists and contin- 
ues the work of recreating those long- 
forgotten days. The puzzled modern Eu- 
ropean, or American, might be somewhat 
comforted by these discoveries. They give 
a longer view of humanity and remind 
us that civilizations rise and fall without 
stopping life. Perhaps we may some day 
use our knowledge of the past to improve 
our behavior in the present.

Pork and beans, bread and milk, 


meat

cheese, even ham and eggs make 
winning pairs if you can't get pigs' 
feet and sauerkraut or corned beef 
and cabbage. But ice cream and 
cake is just too much. Too much 
refined carbohydrate for good nu- 
trition.

This inference is as wrong as the 
familiar inference that sugar, can- 
dy and other sweets in the diet 
tend to cause decay of the teeth. 


The actual reason why too much 


starch or too much sugar in the 
diet leads to various conditions of 
nutritional 
deficiency is because 


individuals subsisting on such food 
get insufficient vitamins in their 
food to maintain 
normal 
meta- 


bolism or good nutrition, particu- 
larly insufficient vitamins B and G 
(which naturally occur together in 
whole grains and in vegetables) 
and insufficient vitamin D. the so- 
called sunshine vitamin (which is 
found in adequate amount in only 
a few foods, 
namely, egg yolk, 


butter, cream, milk 
oysters and 


certain sea fishes.) 


Now I have no complaint about 


the combination of ice cream and 
cake at any time, if you will eat 
the cake and let me have all the 
ice cream. But after all, both are

Instill Obedience When 


Child Is in Early Years 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


"How 
can I make my son obey me?" . 


"What's the matter?" 
"He doesn't mind me. I tell him to buy a bottle of milk and a good 


soup and some fruit for his lunch and maybe he buys doughnuts and ice 
cream. He doesn't obey me. What can I do?" 


"How old is this boy?" 
"Sixteen. He has to cat lunch in the bakery because it is too far to 


come home. But that isn't the only time he disobeys me. He just does 


. what he "thinks. Sometimes he is right and sometimes he isn't. If he 


would mind me I would feel al! right about him. This way I worry my- 
self sick." 


There isn't much help for a mother in this predicament. Obedience 


has to be taught and accepted in the first three years. The experience 
that a child has with his father and mother then, is what sets his atti- 
tude toward taking their advice when he is adolescent and starting out 
into the world on his own feet. 


Making a child mind every word one says is not teaching him to like 


obedience. It will teach him to dislike it. A little child soon develops 
tastes and likes of his own and, if 
we are wise, we will help him to 
develop these when they are harm- 
less, and when they are good, and 
give him no orders regarding them. 
Let him find that as long* as he does 
nothing to hurt himself or other 
people you will not interfere with 
him. Let him vfind that when you 
make him go your way the result 
is pleasing to him. In this way he 
learns tha£ you want nothing ex- 
cept his happiness and success, and 
his experience with obedience will 
make him like it.

that in this particular hand a dia- 
mand opening on 
North's part 


would have been embarrassing if 
South had

North's choice of an opening bid 
that led to a highly dangerous con- 
tract, it was his free heart raise. 
North's hand was as near a min- 
imum as is safe to open, and the 
very fact that he had started with 
a club should have acted as a brake 
on his future bidding. From South's 
point of view, the opening club.bid 
was highly encouraging, and after 
the heart raise his hand assumed a 
definite slam 
complexion. When 


West foolishly doubled six hearts. 
South thought that he probably 
was counting on the ace or ace- 
king of diamonds and, therefore. 
South did not hesitate to redouble, 
naturally expecting a 
far better 


"fit" from North. 


West opened the jack of dia- 


monds. Dummy ducked and declar- 
er ruffed. The heart king then was 
laid down in order to trap a possible 
singleton honor in East's hand. West 
won with the ace and returned 
another diamond which was wooi 
by the king, declarer discarding a 
club. A spade to the ace followed, 
and the finesse against the heart 
jack was successfully negotiated. 
The heart queen drew the last out- 
standing trump, and declarer then 
cashed the diamond ace. discarding 
his own spade ten. On the second 
heart East had innocently discarded 
the three of spades, and this set the 
state for declarer's triumph.' The 
last trump squeezed both defenders. 
West had to hold a spade to overlay 
dummy's five spot, honre he let g« 
a club. Dummy then relinquished 
the spade five. Now it was East's 
turn to squirm. He had to' hold a 
diamond to stop dummy's deuce 
a..d. therefore, could keep only 
two clubs. 
Declarer led to the 


club ace, returned to the king and 
cashed the six spot for the fulfilling 
trick. 


Without West's all-revealing dou- 


ble, without East's discard 
of a 


spade (if East 1 ad guarded spades 
and diamonds and West had guard- 
ed only clubs, the double squeeze 
could not have operated) and. fin- 
ally, without declarer's excellent 
technique. North's unwarranted free 
raise would have met a different 
fate.

Austria's history goes back about 


2,300 years. An early record tells 
of tribesmen known as Norici who 
entered and settled the region. La- 
ter they were attacked, and partly 
conquered, by the Romans. Still lat- 
er Austria fell under the power of 


German tribes known as 
goths, or East Goths. 


The name "Austria" is a Latin 


form of "Oster-rcich," which means 
"Kingdom of the East." 


During the past 1,500 years. Aus- 


tria has had many other ups and 
downs. Before the World war, Aus- 
tria was a partner in the nation 
called Austria-Hungary. 


After the World war, Austria- 


Hungary was cut into parts. The 
part which kept the name of Aus- 
tria had an area of only 32.369 
square miles, but it was a friendly 
little country, a place tourists lik- 
ed to visit. 


While I was in Vienna, the cap- 


ital of Austria, in 1930, I was pleas- 
ed by the things I saw and the peo- 
ple I met.- Scores of new, well- 
lighted apartment houses had. been 
built. Splendid music was to be 
heard at public concerts. People 
smiled, and were kind to strangers. 


An old Austrian custom has been 


to greet the spring with festivals. 
Men and women have worn quaint 
costumes at these festivals, and 
there has been singing and mer- 
ry-making.

A correspondent asks: When a marriage isja failure, which one is to 


blame for it—the husband or the wife? Sometimes it is the husband. 
Sometimes it is the wife. Generally it is the fault of both. 


No woman can make a success of a mar- 


riage even though she is as amiable as Pa- 
tient Griselda. as thrifty as Hetty Green and 
as domestic as the cookbook, if her husband 
is a drunkard, a philanderer, a tightwad or a 
grouch. No man can make a success of a 
marriage even if he is as chivalrous as Sir 
Galahad, as home-staying as the cat and 
brings home as much bacon as Mr. Armour, 
if he is married to a woman who is a shrew 
and a virago, a nagger or a lazy, slovenly 
housekeeper. 


Whether there are more bad husbands or 


bad wives, no one knows. Statistics show 
that about three times as many women ask 
for divorces as men, but that proves noth- 


ing because, for one thing, men stand an unhappy marriage with more 
fortitude and philosophy than women do; and. for another thing, most 
husbands gallantly let their wives save their faces by laying the blame 
for the failure of their marriages on them.

Nor docs our observation of the 


marital difficulties of our 
friends 


and acquaintances throw any light 
on the subject. We are just as often 
sorry for poor old Jos. whose wife 
hcnpccks him so that he says "our" 
pants and jumps when she speaks 
to him, as we are'for poor dear Sal- 
ly, \\hose husband makes a door- 
mat out of her and never even says 
a civil word to her. Just as often 
we wonder how Tom can stand that 
extravagant wife who works him 
to death and keeps him harassed 
with debts by her senseless spend- 
ing as we do how Mary puts tip 
with her jrood-for-nothinsr loafing: 
husband whom she has to take in 
boarders to support. 


Nor when a marriage goes on the 


rocks is the individual testimony of 
the man and woman to be believed, 
because each one passes the buck 
and throws all the responsibility on 
the other. As the man tells it. it is 
always the wife who drove him to 
drink by 
her 
fault-finding 
and 


complaining, or who was so cold 
and unsympathetic that she sent 
him to the Other Woman for com- 
fort and understanding. As the wife 
deposes, it is always the husband 
taking her for granted and never 
paying her any attention: or being 
more absorbed in his business than 
he was in her; or stepping out at 
night without her; or being glum; 


or reading the paper after dinner 
that is responsible for the wife's 
nerves and temper, and her slack 
housekeeping and being hard to get 
along with. And when it comes to a 
husband-and-wife quarrel, the bit- 
terest and most vituperative part of 
it always is about which one start- 
ed it. 


Now the truth Is. of course, that 


when a marriage is a failure it is 
virtually always the fault of both. 
Marriage is a two-handed job and 
it takes the combined efforts of 
both a husband and a wife to make 
a go of it. Neither one can do all 
the loving1, or all the work, or make 
all the sacrifices without things go- 
in? blooey. In marriage you can't 
go on a sit-down strike and let 
George or Georgians do 11. You've 
got to do your part yourself.

gain a maximum of distance. The 
power which lies in the back, mid- 
section and shoulders is fully util- 
ized and in position at the top of the 
stroke to add momentum to the 
blow. 


The secret of loosening the left 


side is to let the left ankle bend 
inward at the start of the back- 
stroke. 
In this way the left hip 


can turn easily to the left, and this 
feeling of looseness

up the left side, to the left shoulder 
and from there to the rght side.

DRY FLY FOR TROUT BAIT 


By Cal Johnson 


W 


E ALWAYS feel some com- 
punction in mentioning bait- 
fishing for trout, believing 


as we do that fly-fishing is not on- 
ly a far more artistic and enjoy- 
able sport but also one that can be 
indulged in a: any time and place 
that bait-fishing is practiced, the 
exceptions being few. 


Even the little meadow stream- 


lets. where the fly is almobt nev- 
er used, can be fished and fished 
well with it, as I have often prov- 
ed to my own satisfaction, midge 
flies on gossamer leaders being us- 
ed. There are, of course, pools so 
encompassed with bushes and un- 
derbrush that the manipulation of 
a fly is impossible, but many ol 
these may still be fished by the em- 
ployment of some legitimate ruse, 
such as floating the fly down from 
above. I have even seen a fly so 
floated down under underhanging 
trees on a piece of bark, and spill- 
ed into the water at the proper spot, 
to be dragged back, to the resource- 
ful fisherman together with a fin- 
ny prize. In fly fishing there is no 
dirty bait to handle and renew ev- 
ery minute, the trout is hooked 
through the nerveless lips with no 
consequent pain, the 
pleasure of 


casting far and delicately is ours, 
as well as joy of seeing the whole 
process of the rise and the hooking. 


It's Novel Idea 


The idea of fly-fishing, of course. 


is not a novel one. but within a doz- 
en years, or thereabouts, a distinct 
school of dry-fly anglers has aris- 
en in the United States, the ad- 
herents of which are almost fanati- 
cal in their devotion to it and would 
rather not fish at all than use other 
methods. 


The first great difference between 


the wet and the dry fly fisher- 
man is that the former holds it a 
part of his skill to discover the like- 
ly places where the big trout are 
waiting, while his purist brother 
never casts his fly until he sees a 
rising fish. He may discover a -doz- 
en trout in a stream but if they 
are not feeding he must wait until 
they commence to rise. The wet-fly 
angler, however, sinks his fly and 
attempts to lure the fish from his 
hiding place deep in the pools and 
rapids.

The second 


reason he pointed out, is preoccu- 
pation of the parents who are too 
engrossed in social activities, and 
the third reason, which should con- 
cern parents most, is the lack of un- 
derstanding and knowledge of ad- 
olescent drives and urges. 


In discussing adolesence and its 


characteristics, the Rev. Mr. Cham- 
bers presented a chart to show the 
mental, physical, religious, ethical 
and social characteristics of early, 
middle and late adolescence. 
He 


pointed out that physical character- 
istic of early adolescence is growth, 
middle adolesence is energy and 
late adolesence is maturity. 


Youth Is Impulsive 


Mentally, the youth is impulsive 


•during early adolcsence. sentimen- 
tal in the sense that his opinions 
are backed by emotional reactions 
during middle adolesence. and rea- 
sonable during late adolesence. Re- 
ligious characteristics 
during the 


three periods are marked by deci- 
sion, devotion and interest in doc- 
trine. 
Ethically, hero worship is 


uppermost during the early period, 
idealism during the second period 
and principles during the late pe- 
riod. Socially, the youth is interest-

tics for the chart. 
Miss Marken 


didn't sny whether the students 
are put out by the fact that the 
birds naven't migrated ia accord- 
ance with the chart's schedule. 


Miss Marken has 101 pupils in 


her four biology classes this year. 
Each sprics the pupils, under Miss 
Markwi's direction, assume this ex- 
tracurricular 
activity of charting 


bird migration. The classes go on 
field trips, starting their trips be- 
fore six o'clock in the morning. 


Migration of a certain type of 


bird into Neenah isn't considered 
started if only one student reports 
having observed that type. Miss 
Marken pointed out. Three students 
must have seen that type of bird 
over a short period of time before 
that species is considered migrat- 
ing. 


Lists of names of migrating birds 


are printed on a chart, and the 
chart is nailed to the class room 
wall. When students report observ- 
ing a bird and can definitely iden- 
tify it. their names are written on 
the chart. The teacher pointed out 
that if only one student observes a 
bird, it Is likely that the bird stay- 
ed here during the winter.

A recent survey by the conservation department has revealed 
the fact that nine Wisconsin counties offer bounties on hawks 
and oxvls or on cither of these birds, ranging from five to fifty 
cents. As numerous comolaint-s regarding such bounties have 
been received by this office, it is our desire to explain the 
problem regarding bounties on these birds. 


It has been proven and it a recognized fact that many of 
our hawks and owls arc valuable to the farmer for the good 
they do in controlling rats. mice, and small rodents. For this 
reason, the state protects nineteen different hawks and owls 
and allows the killing of o'nly five, three hawks and two owls. 
As it is often difficult for even nn expert ornithologist to 
Identify these birds in the field, a farmer or a layman cannot 
be. expected to know the protected from the unprotected bird. 
This is especially true of our hawks. 


What happens is simply this—a bounty is offered by a county 
on hawks. This, of course, means that a bounty will be paid on 
those which are unprotected by state law. However, these three 
unprotected birds, the Copper's hawk, sharp-shinned hawk, and 
KOshawk. are very swift-flying birds and very difficult to 
snoot. The result of the hawk bounty, therefore, is a subsequent 
Ml! of many protected hawks which arc largely of the slow- 
flying soaring varieties which are more easily shot 
Whether 
only unprotected hawks arc bounticd is another question which 
should not need to be mentioned. For the benefit of our valu- 
able hawk* we surest that no bounty be offered on any hawk 
whatsoever. 


The problem on owls is essentially the same except that as 
the two unprotected owls, the great-horned and the snowy, are 
quite easily identified, a bounty on either of them would not 
be objectionable. 
But no bounty should be offered on just 
"owls" as the resulting wholesale slaughter of valuable birds 
•would be unwarranted. In fact, a bounty on only tlie great- 
horned owl ean be justifiable where necessary. 


We hope the various county board members will read the 
enclosed material and consider this matter carefully. 
Should 
your county offer bounties on either of these birds, we hope 
your county board of supervisors will investigate their county 
arrangements and make any necessary improvements.

For your information, we arc attaching memorandum on H. R. 


3134 by Boland of Pennsylvania, now before the House Ways 
«nd Means Committee of Congress which proposes a federal tax 
of one cent per gallon on all fuel oil used for the purpose of 
generating heat and power. Fuel oil used in dicscl engines is 
exempted. 


The proposed fuel oil tax will have a far reaching effect. 
The fuel used by thousands of Wisconsin farmers in the opera- 
tion of tractors and for the purpose of healing thousands of 
homes would be taxed. (Due to its being a federal tax there 
will be no refunds alloxvcd.) 
It will impose hardships on a 
Jargc class of people who arc not able to bear it and arc not 
in a position to do so.

We arc enclosing herewith a schedule up to d.ito .showing thc 
•mounts of money expended under thc Relief Bill p:.vsc<l dur- 
ing the Special Session of thc Legislature. 


Two very important items stand out in this schedule. 
First: Approximately 40 V. of the state money spent to date, 
that is $231.153.00 out of thc total $572,302.00 has been allotcd 
for other purposes than direct relief benefits to Clients on thc 
rolls of local units of government. It is not that we wish to 
point out that these expenditures arc' not proper and correct, 
but it changes thc picture entirely with regard to thc state aid 
that is available for relieving a portion of thc cost of local 
units of government. Chapter 14 of thc Special Session there- 
fore, docs not contain $3,000.000 of State aid for local units of 
government, but only approximately $1,800,000 for that purpose, 
while thc balance is needed for Administration. Certification 
offices, and Transient Relief. 


Second: Recent surveys show that tax levies by locnl units 


of government for this year have shown a substantial increase 
over thc previous year; that county levies increased 15.5c» aver 
1938. and the average total city tax rate reached the highest 
peak Jn state history. Also as we pointed out in a schedule last 
week, counties have bonded themselves lor poor relief and 
corporate purposes besides thc high levies, to a total of $14 - 
000.000 since 1931. 


A glance at thc enclosed schedule will show very clearly one 
reason for these increases. 


During the three month period of October. November and 


December, property taxes bore $2,749,533.38 of thc cost of 
benefits to relief clients on the rolls of local units of govern- 
ment. The State aid.daring this period was Slrt.l.HIO.OO.

Senate finance committee has given 
Congress the chance to do more for 
recovery and more for the relief of 
unemployment than can be done 
by any other means within its pow- 
er. For there is almost no doubt at 
all. I think, that the stoppage of 
capital investment is the 
main 


"cause of the depression in America. 
2>»o doubt there are other contrib- 
uting causes—such as uneconomic 
i>nces and wage rates in special m- 
austries like building and railroads,

*in effect ever since 1913 when the 
^Sixteenth Amendment was adopted. 
•i'The basic reason, no doubt, has 
Tbeen," he said, "that such gains rep- 
"resent a capacity to pay quite as 
great as that represented by in 
come from salaries, interest, divi- 
dends, or the like, at least in the 
'absence of great changes in 
the 


"general level of prices" That is, of 
-course, true. A man who has made 
"_'a capital gain has the money to pay 
"a tax. But what Mr. Magill failed to 
"note is that if you subject a man 
with money to a tax which deprives 
^him of almost all his gams, 
he 


simply will not take the risks that 
he must take if he is to make capi- 
"tal gains. 
_ And that is just what has hap- 
-pened. The effect of almost confis- 
catory surtaxes on large 
incomes 


combined with a tax on 
capital 


gains at these high rates 
has 


brought about a situation where the 
ricn and well-to-do can make al- 
•znost no capital gains But they can 
make^capital losses. If the high sur- 
taxes are to be retained the capitai 
gains tax has to be modified radi- 
cally. 
Error to Treat It 
As aa Income Tax 


This is the immediate reason why 
It is so necessary to reduce the 
capital gains tax. But it is even 
more important for the long run 
to realize clearly what a capital 
gains tax is and why it has always 
been 
cardinal error to treat it as 


an income tax. 


If I pay you $10.000 for a house 


that cost you $5,000, you have a 
capital gain of $5,000. You are rich- 
er. But the house is just the same 
old house that it always was. The 
transaction does not represent any 
increase in the national wealth. 
All that has happened is that $5,- 
000 of my savings are now depos- 
ited in your bank instead of being 
used to build 
another house. If 


then, the government takes a large 
part of that money, it is not pay- 
ing its current bills by taxing new 
wealth that either of us has pro- 
duced. It is paying current bills out 
of the capital I have saved after 
1 have already paid an income tax 
on the income from which that 
money was saved. The same money 
has been taxed once as part of 
my 
income, and a second time 


when you receive it as a capital 
gain. 
Condition of Budget 
Makes Great Difference

liberal reformers, sought to avoid; 
their object was to tax unearned 
increment and to free enterprise. 


What Congress ought to do. and 


what the New Deal ought to do, is 
to begin an inquiry into new taxes 
carefully directed toward the re- 
capture of unearned increment with 
a view to substituting them for the 
generalized capital gams tax.
